Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

In  presenting  this  Joint  annual  report,  I  wish  to 
thank  Mr.  Bull,  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  a  considerable 
proportion  of  it,  and  for  his  cO“Operation  in  the  past  year. 

It  xirill  be  noticed  that,  for  Birth  and  Death  Rates 
this  year  two  sets  of  figures  have  been  put  in,  called  the 
"Crude"  and  "Adjusted"  Rates,  and  these  are  conrpared  with 
the  rates  for  England  and  Wales.  These  two  sets  of  figures, 
in  each  case,  are  widely  different. 

The  "Crude"  rate  is  obtained  from  the  actual  figure 
of  births  or  deaths  occuring  during  the  year  in  the  population 
of  the  district,  and  is  widely  affected  by  changes  in  population 
structure,  that  is  to  say,  districts  with  a  high  proportion  of 
elderly  people  show  a  low  birth  rate  and  a  high  death  rate, 
and  vice  versa.  The  figmres,  therefore,  are  not  so  much  an 
indication  of  the  health  of  the  community,  but  its  age  structure 

The  Registrar  G-eneral  produces  for  each  district,  each 
year,  what  is  known  as  a  Comparability  Factor,  which,  applied 
to  the  "Crude"  Rate,  gives  a  figure  the  "Adjusted"  Rate,  which 
is  the  rate  which  would  be  expected  were  the  age  and  sex 
stiucture  of  the  district  population  the  same  as  that  for 
England  and  VJales. 

It  will  be  seen  tliat  the  Adjusted  Birth  Rate  is 
higher  than  the  England  and  Wales  Rate,  and  the  Death  Rate  lower 
This  means  firstly  that  the  young  married  people  are  having 
more  children  than  the  average,  but  that  there  are  fewer  such 
families:  and  secondly  that  the  general  headth  of  the  population 
is  good,  but  that  there  are  a  large  number  of  older  people. 

This  depopulation  of  the  countryside  of  its  young 
people  is  not  likely  to  be  stopped  when  the  physical  conditions 
of  the  District's  housing,  as  revealed  in  the  Inspector's  part 
of  the  report  are  considered. 

Of  the  2,791  inhabited  houses  in  the  district,  only 
684  have  a  piped  water  supply,  and  only  54^  have  main  drainage. 
I^en  it  is  considered  that  those  figures  include  206  Council 
houses,  it  is  clear  that  at  least  15$  of  the  rest  of  the  people 
of  the  district  are  without  piped  water  or  sewerage. 

vn.ien  in  addition  to  these  facts  it  is  also  remembered 
that  the  Housing  Survey  of  194^  showed  nearly  600  houses  to  be 
beyond  reasonable  repair,  or  franlily  uninliabi table  by  modern 
standards,  it  is  clear  that  there  is  not  likely  to  be  much 
enthusiasm  among  young  people  to  continue  country  life.
